Eruption of Mount Vesuvius.
The last European steamer brings us further and

fuller accounts of the eruption of Mount Vesuvius.
A Naples correspondent, under date of May 10,
writes: ,: ; .

" The lava has now advanced ten miles from its
source, and is doing terrible damage. Last night I
went to the scene of most stirring interest after an in-
terval of two days. How changed the neighborhood
m two days ! Where I walked on Sunday night was
now a sea of fire. The side-roa- d by which I had
come down into the main stream from Pollena and
Massa di Somnji was now full of blackened coke.
The houses on the border of the village had fallen in

in one thirty poor people lived ; a small chapel was
swallowed up, a gentleman's villa, and a sad extent
of vineyard and garden ground. On the other side
of the great lava bed another stream was branching
off to San Sebastiano. We had hoped to have crossed
it, and ascended the cascade again, but it was no lon-
ger possible ; for as one says, speaking of a marshy
country in the winter, the Java was out; the fire here
had begun to enter the burial ground of the little
town, but was diverted from its course by a wall.

" On the opposite side of the stream were the King
and all the royal family. The banks on either side
were thronged with curious and anxious multitudes,
whose faces were lighted up with the blaze of hun-
dreds of torches, and with the more resplendent flame
of the rapidly descending lava. Since the morning
it had moved a mile. It was like a vast river of glow-
ing coke. As it moved on the tens ot thousands of
lamps rolled and tumbled one over the other, crack-
ling and grinding, and grating; and when from the
very face of it a large lump fell off, the appearance
was that of an iron furnace when the iron is being
drawn. To make the resemblance more complete, at
such times men darted forward with long: poles, taken
from the neighboring vineyards, and pulled out great
masses of lava, in which they embedded money for
sale.

"There was a spot beneath my feet where a fall
of mason work had been built to break the violence
of the winter floods; to this spot all eyes were direc-
ted. The fiery river would fall over it in an hour;
as yet it was distant from it seventy yards, perhaps
Gradually it rose in height, and swelled out its vast
proportions, and then vast masses felt off and rolled
forward ; then it swelled again as fresh matter came
piessing down behind, and so it broke, and on it roll-
ed again and again till it had arrived at the very
edge. There was a general buzz, and murmur of
voices. The royal family stood opposite to me, in-

termingled with the crowd, looking on with intense
anxiety. At last it broke, not hurriedly, still with a
certain show of majesty.

" At first a few small lumps fell down; then pour-
ed over a pure liquid of metal, like thick treacle,
clinging sometimes mass to mass, from its glutinous
character, and last of all tumbled over gigantic lumps
of scoriae. Then on it moved once more in its silent,
regular course, swelling up 3nd spreading over the
vineyards on either side. The expectation is that
the lava, should the eruption continue, will flow
down to the Ponta Maddaloni, and into th sea. So
grand and so destructive an eruption has not been
known for many years, and even now we cannot tell
how or when it will terminate. The mountain is
literally seamed with lava, and many fear a violent
explosion as the final scene of the tragedy."

man need to fear such a result. We have the Bible
here all men read it for themselves. And the ex-
perience of the past proves that Catholics are more
frequently converted to Protestantism in this country
than Protestants are to Catholicism. Since the es-
tablishment of our present form of government, it is
a well attested fact, that between six and eight mill-
ions of Catholics have immigrated to our shores.
There are now here however, only about one million !

What has become of the other five-sixth- s? Con-
verted to Protestantism. Fifty years ago, and thare
were no other religionists in Louisiana except Roman
Catholics. Now they rank as third in point of num-
bers in that State. Methodist and Baptist are each
more numerous there than they. What do these
facts prove ? They prove clearly, that Catholics are
more likely to be converted by Protestants than Pro-
testants are by them. If Protestant divines and Pro-
testant christians will only do their duty, and will
rely upon Spiritual weapons instead of carnal, our
religion is i,j no danger. But if preachers forget
their high calling, and turn politicians; and politi-
cians take in charge the holy interests of the Church,
then indeed may we well fear the most disastrous re-

sults both to religion and the State.
"History is philosophy teaching by example."

Let us then profit by the experience of our "father-
land" upon this subject. The tyranny of the Stu-
arts was for a brief period overthrown, and the friends
of liberty aimed at the establishment of a republic.
They failed in their efforts, however, and failed be-

cause a religious furor misled itself with the politics
of the times. Amid the strife of sectarians, and the
attempt "of politicians to secure the puriti of the
Church, the spirit of liberty expired, and on the
throne of the Stuarts was seated for a time a despot
more absolute than he whose head he had brought
to the block till at length the people, disgusted with
the hypocrisy of politicians, and the cant of religion-
ists, recalled to his lost dominions the son of Charles
the First, who reigned for Jong years, and swayed
a despotic sceptre over a people but recently in love
with liberty, but made abject and subservient by ihe
revulsion produced by the inauspicious conjunction
of religion and politics a conjunction which ever
has, and ever will result in corruption in the Church
and despotism in the State.

My Dear Sirs The position 1 now occupy in
rezard to the new political organization commonly
afled Know-Nothin- gs has subjected me to much un-u- st

censure from the adherents of that party. I am

not so insensible to public opinion as to permit the at-

tacks which have been made upon my motives to pass
without notice.

You, in this as in every other instanoe in which I

have attracted public notice, have treated me courte-

ously ; and though doubtless many malign suggestions
may haTe een ma0e to vou m repard to me, you have
abstained from impeaching my motives or attacking

mV course. I have no paper however in the State to
aid or d fend me, and no cabalistic Councils in
sVOrn combination to promote my interest and se-

cure my election.
Your very useful paper circulates extensively in

my District, and I am induced to believe that you
will with pleasure afford me the use of its columns
to set forth some of the reasons by which I am gov-

erned in pursuing the course I have been compelled
fcy a sense of duty to adopt.

I am now, as ever, a Whig, deeply convinced of the
conservative tendency and influence of Whig princi-

ples. The more I study them, the more thoroughly
am I satisfied that the principles of government
which Henry Clay always maintained, throughout
hia long and glorious career, are the true principles
of our Constitution, and must sooner or later prevail
over all opposition.

The greater portion of my life has been spent in
defending these principles however feebly, yet most
earnestly. In times of prosperity to our cause 1 have
rejoiced; in times of adversity I have mourned; but
never have I dreamed of deserting the " old paths" of
political safety, and joining any combination or party,
new or old, that would not support and carry out the
political faith of our great republican Whig fathers.

No, Sir : I am so wedded to the doctrines of Wash-

ington and Clay, so determine! to defend them to the
Inst extremity, that come what may to me personally,
1 will adhere to my position and defend my colors,
though all my former comrades shall flee or tall, and
' leave me solitary and alone amid the jeers and
taunts of my opponents "

I am aware that the Whig party is now disbanded,
but Whig principles and Whig measures are not on
that account less dear to me. On the contrary, I

cherish them still, and urge their adoption and sup-

port upon others, with the greater zeal and earnest-
ness because of the dangers which threaten our
country.

We are threatened in every section with ruin, by
the influence of factions and the triumph of political
combinations which are founded upon dogmrs re-

pudiated by or unknown to our fathers.
Abolitionism and nullification, the offspring of the

different extremes of the Union, are now in harmo-
nious combination at the North ; and the conservative
people of the South are invoked, under a delusive
guise to join the unholy alliance We are told, in
language as deceptive as plausible, that it matteis
not what a man's poliiical principles are whether
ha supports Whig measures or Democratic measures

if lie will only join the new party he shall be sup-
ported for office as the friend of " American princi-
ples." Now really, this looks a little too much like
" putting on the turban and turning Turk for the
sake of the plunder. Can this government be admini-

stered except upon principle 1 and are not either
Whig principles or Democratic principles right?

X fusion of different politics and different politi-
cians in the democratic party, has long been an ob-

jection urged to that party by the Whigs. But now
it seems we are called upon to join in an effort to
out-Her- Herod, and win the bad renown of carry-
ing the principle of combination farther than it has
ever been carried before, in order to obtain office.
Verily, I can acquiesce in no 6uch movement. That
there are good conservative men in the democratic
party, none can doubt. And it is equally true that
in both parties there are mere time servers, who aim
more at personal promotion than at the good of their
country. Now if we look to the leaders of this new
organization we shall not fail to perceive, that some
of them are such as have often changed their party
relations, and taken position where the chance of
promotion was best. Is it not a little strange, my
dear sirs, that I, who have never in or out of Con-

gress, deserted or renounced one single Whig princi-
ple who have always adhered to the fortunes of my
party should be read out of the communion now,
by certain newly constituted expounders of Whig or-
